High-ranking Foreign Office 
officials, meanwhilé, decided 
yesterday to demand recovery 
of the appropriations slashed by 
the Finance Ministry, 

According to the draft budget 
presented by the Finance Minis- 
try to the Foreign Office Wed- 
nesday night, the total amount 
of appropriations approved by 
the Finance Ministry was only 
¥8,130 million as against the 
Foreign Office’s request for ¥23,- 
000 million. 

Foreign Office authorities were 
particularly dissatisfied that the 
expenses for economic coopera- 
tion with other countries, on 
which the ministry places pro- 
nounced emphasis, amounted to 
almost nothing. 

Moreover, the Finance Minis- 
try ignored the Foreign Office 

vest for ¥5,400 million as the 
Prime Minister's special eco- 
nomic cooperation fund. ‘This 
fund was asked by the Foreign 
in addition to the eco- 
nomic cooperation expenses. 

The amount of ¥8,130 miilion 
presented by the Finance Min- 
istry shows an increase of Y¥70 
million over the Foreign Office 
Diidiget for the current fiscal 
year. 

However, the actual amount 
of the budget would actually be 
¥100 million less than the cur- 
rent fiscal budget because 
Japan will have to pay its 
share of the expenses for the 
United Nations Emergency 
Forces (UNEF) amounting to 
¥170 million during the next 
fiscal year, according to For- 
eign Office sources. 

The only expense item show- 
ing an increase in the minis 
try’s plan is appropriations for 


_ Japan’s activities under the Co- 


Plan. This item has in- 
creased by ¥25 million to ¥107,- 
000. 


o~» The Finance Ministry has re 


jected completely the Foreign 
Office’s demand for ¥220 mil- 
lion for establishment of tech- 
nical training centers in South- 
east Asia, ¥170 million for in- 
viting foreign guests and ¥1,100 
million for opening a total of 
12 diplomatic agencies abroad. 

Strong dissatisfaction was also 
voiced by the Construction, La- 
ber and International Trade and 
Industry Ministries.

$8 Million Loan 
To Be Inked Jan. 21 


An agreement for an $8,000,- 
000 World Bank loan to the 
Kawasaki Steel Corporation will 
be signed in Washington Jan. 
21, according to a cable reach- 
ing the Foreign Office from the 
Japanese Embassy in Washing- 
ton yesterday. 

The loan will be used for con- 
struction of a 1,000-ton blast 
furnace at the Chiba steel mill 
of the Japanese steel company. 
The building of the furnace is 
now under way. 

The first loan of $20 million 
which the steel company obtain- 
ed from the World Bank late 
in 1956, was used for importa- 
tion of machineries. The new 
credit, however, -will take the 
form of an impact loan, The 
impact loan will be used for 
acquiring the necessary yen 
fund in Japan. 

Ministry of International 
Trade and Industry sources said 
yesterday that the loan will be 
repaid in 11 years at an inter- 
est of 5.75 per cent per annum 
with repayment to start after 
the first three years.

Japan Will 
Warn U.S. 
On Costs 


Japan will warn the United 
States that unless Japan’s share 
of the joint defense costs—cLe, 
its contribution to the upkeep 
of American Security Forces 
stationed here—is not slashed 
beyond the so-called “general 
reduction formula” it will be 
“Impossible” to strengthen this 
nation’s defense as originally 
planned for next fiscal year. 


This grim warning, well- 
informed sources said, is already 
being sounded at present preli- 
minary talks between Japanese 
and Amefican authorities in To- 
kyo, 

It is not yet known when for- 
mal negotiations on the joint 
defense costs will begin, but the 
Defense Agency is reported to 
be pressing the U.S. for a more 
or less definite reply by next 
Saturday, the day when the Gov- 
ernment is scheduled to have 
the 1958 fiscal budget compila- 
tion completed and approved by 
the Cabinet, 


The budget draft presented to 
the Cabinet Wednesday did not 
list estimated defense expendi- 
tures under a separate heading. 
Defense outlays were included 
in a ¥179,700 million item that 
included war reparations pay- 
ments. 


Thir item registered an in- 
crease of ¥17,000 million over 
the figure for the curfent fiscal 
year expiring April 1. But of 
this increase, ¥7,000 million will 
go to the Indonesian war repara- 
tions program, leaving only 
¥10,000 million for measures to 
strengthen the defense of the 
Japanese islands. 


The sources said Japan will 
notify the U.S. that this ¥10,000 
million increase “would not be 
sufficient to realize even the 
plan to increase the Ground 
Self-Defense Forces by 10,000 
men as planned.” 


Japan will also stress, the 
sources continued, that large- 
scale withdrawal of U.S. ground 
troops from Japan (to be com- 
pleted by this summer) has 
made it necessary for Japan 
to modernize equipment and in- 
crease the personnel of its arm- 
ed forces. But unless the U.S. 
agrees to cut Japan’s share of 
the joint defense costs this will 
not be possible, the sources said. 


Soya Still Trapped 
In Thick Ice Floes 


The icebreaker Soya of the 
Japanese Antarctic expedition 
remains trapped in thick § ice 
floes, aceording to a. report 
from skipper Manji Matsumoto 
yesterday morning.

MOSCOW (Kyodo)—Japanese 
Embassy sources in Moscow re- 
vealed Wednesday Japan afd 
Russia have agreed to hold dis- 
cussions on Japanese fishing 
operations in waters off the 
Kuriles parallel with the second 
session of the Japan-Soviet. Fish- 
ery Committee, opening in the 
Soviet capital next Monday. 

During the coming discus- 
sions, the Japanese Government 
will seek the conclusion. of an 
agreement or a treaty guaran- 
teeing safety for small-scale 
Japanese fishermen fishing for 
such marine products as cod- 
fish and tangle in waters. be- 
tween the 3-mile and 12-mile 
limits off Sakhalin and the Ku- 
riles south of 47 degrees north 
latitude, 

Russia claims areas extending 
12 miles off the coasts of Sakha- 
lin and the Kuriles as its terri 
torial waters while Japan is in 
sisting on the three-mile limit, 

At present, Soviet patrols fre- 
quently seize small Japanese 
fishing craft, manned by 
fishermen in Hokkaido and 
other parts of northern Japan, 
since they operate in waters 
near the Russian-proclaimed 12- 
mile territorial waters. 

To avoid such seizures and 
to help the poor fishermen, Ja- 
pan proposed negotiations on 
safe fishing operations in June, 
last year. 

When Moscow replied on Aug. 
16, last year, that it was willing 
to discuss the issue, the Japa- 
nese Government immediately 
submitted a draft plan for an 
agreement, 

it had been hoping that the 
talks would be commenced 
soon after the Soviet reply so 
that the discussions would not 
become entangled with the com- 
ing second session of the Japan- 
Soviet fishery committee and 
used by the Soviets as a bargain- 
ing point in deciding the catch 
quota for salmon this year. .

Fourteen other marine guards 
already have been court-martial- 
ed and one remains to be tried.

The annual survey of art pro- 
duction staged every January 
by the Asahi Shimbun is ab 
ways an eagerly awaited event. 
For the artists it provides an 
accolade just to be a in 
this harvest of “the year’s best 
for the public it furnishes a 
ready opportunity to see in one 
single swoop what has been 
jaboriously sifted from a tre 
mendous amount of displays: 
and for me it usually offers a 
confirmation (or opposition) of 
judgment, slowly balanced over 
the months. 

This time my viewpoint fs a 
very different one. After an 
absence from the local art scene 
for almost the entire year, I 
eannot participate like an in- 
sider who has watched. this 
achievement in its unfolding. I 
am, instead, “outside looking 
in.” And, more precisely, I am 
now looking with eyes intent 
on finding among the products 
of Japar’s best contemporary 
art a few examples of a quality 
worthy of being sent overseas. 


In America I have encounter- 
ed great interest in Japan's 
modern art, both as a problem 
jn continuity of a great tradi- 
tion, and also as a possibly 
wnique and individual strain in 
an international language. If 
one were to select a represen- 
tative showing of contempora- 
ry Japanese art for exhibition 


for the academic Ukiyoe of the 
inten group, where nothing 
aurvives but skill and pretti- 
ness. 


Thus the only live spark in 
traditional styles seems to be- 
long to the neoRimpa group, 
to the followers of Umehara and 
of Ryushi Kawabata, 


Here the emphasis on mc‘erl- 
ais finally gives way to a real 
effort at renovation and rhy- 
thmic forees.. Yet here, too, the 
vintage of thid ‘year did not 
yield the flavor and vitality I've 
known Im former years, 


Of those who reach out for 
the Western manner and mate- 
rials even fewer works would 
deserve to be sent abroad, but 
that la by no means a condem- 
nation of their intrinsic quality. 
It means merely that in this 
corner is the area of most in 
tensive learning and experi- 
menting, with the resulting in- 
securities and errors, 

This aspect of Japanese art 
has an immense importance for 
Japan, even though it has little 
to say to the world at large. 
In painting, and atill more in 
sculpture, Japan is here runf- 
ning and panting after ideas 
that are but dimly understood 
through reproductions. 


The most concrete success— 
in the sense of a vital renova- 
tion of Japanese technique 
through Western freedom of 
vision-—is found In the section 
of the graphic arts, From 
Munakata, Saito and Hasegawa, 
who have already won acclaim

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Holman Desires U.S. 
Tour byJapanCagers 


SEHOUL (Kyodo-UP)—Pamed 
American basketball coach Nat 
Holman. praised the caliber of 
Japanese plavers Thursday and 
proposed that he take a Japa- 
nose team on a 20-game eched- 
ule against American cullege 
teams in the U8. 

“IT think such a tour would 
be the greatest thing that has 
ever happened between the two 
countries so far as sports are 
concerned,” Holman told United 
Press. “I'd be willing to give 
freely of my time to help carry 
out such a project.” 

He sald Japanese teams need 
more coaching and more factl- 
ities but that they would give 
the best American college team 
a “decent game.” 

“The Japanese handie the 
ball as well as any college team 
in the United States,” Holman 
said, “but they are handicapped 
by a lack of height.” 

Holman spent three months 
touring Japan under a US. 
State Department program and 
cohducted more than 30 clinics 
there. 

Holman had high praise for 
the Japanese Amateur Basket- 
ball Assn.’s executive commit- 
tee. He said the members of 
the group are deeply interested 
ig, improving basketball in 
Japan and are very sincere in 
their efforts. 

“They are deeply disappointed 
with Japan's showing in the 
last Olympic Games* at Mel- 
bourne,” Ne said, “and they’re 
determined to improve in the 
next games. 

“They will, too,” he said. 

“I tip my hat again to the 
Japanese for adopting the inter- 
national rules.” 

He said Japanese players have 
the ability and desire to win 
beth the Asian Games and the 
next Olympics, “and when you 
have these two . factors, you 
have potential champions in 


any sport against any odds,” 

The New York coach re 
served his highest praise for 
Japanese sportsmanship. 

“You can't match the Japa- 
nese for sportsmanship,” he 
said. “American college and 
other teams could well take a 
lesson from them.” 

Holman arrived here Jan. 3 
for a week-long series of clinics. 
His original tour did not in- 
clude Korea, but he came at 
the request of the Korean 
Basketball Assn., because “I 
wanted to try to help Korea 
in some Way.’ 

He said Korean players have 
the ability but have little ex- 
perience. 


“They still have a long way 
to go,” he said. “They lack 
polish,-but I think they'll give 
a good atcount of themselves 
in the Asian Games.” 


Holman warned that U.S. col- 
leges must adopt international 
basketball rules or face possible 
defeat in the next Olympic 
Games. 


“U.S. colleges would be doing 
a great deal for the game if 
they accepted the international 
rules at the end of the current 
season,” he said. 


“I saw the international rules 
in operation iA Japan,” he said, 
“and they worked beautifully. 


Bad rules are the biggest prob- 
lem for college basketball in 
the U.S. now, Holman said. One 
of the reasons for these bad 
rules, he eéxplained is the 
diverse interests of the rules- 
makers. 


The graying cage mentor 
offered his help to any country. 

“In the years ahead,” he 
said, “I would be ready to lend 
my services to any country, 
either on the continent or in 
the Far East that seeks my 
assistance in improvement of 
its basketball. I'll go anywhere, 
if I can be of help.”

Pitch or Chip 


Perhaps the difference be- 
tween pitching and chipping 
has escaped you temporarily.

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Big Changes 
Unlikely in 
Cotton Quota 


WASHINGTON (AP)—US. 
Commerce Department officials 
say no significant changes are 
expected to be made in Japan's 
yoluntary controls on cotton 
textile exports to the U.S, in 
1955. 

This was taken by observers 
to indicate that the United States 
would reject a second Japanese 
request for revision in the 1967 
agreement to permit larger sales 
of velveteons, ginghams and 
some other commodities here 
in the current year, 

Because some items fell far 
short of the quotas fixed in 
1957, Japen proposed last Nov- 
ember that some individual ‘quo- 
tas be changed without revising 
the over-all amount. When this 
was broached to US. textile 
producers last month in a series 
of commerce department hear- 
ings, it Was met with almost 
solid opposition,

Import Restriction 
Bills Set in U.S. 


WASHINGTON (Kyodo)—Sev- 
eral bills aimed at restricting 
the U.S. import of Japanese 
goods are expected to be in- 
troduced at the new session of 
Congress that got under way 
Tuesday. 

Congressional sources reveal- 
ed Wednesday one such bill 
was proposed to the House in- 
terstate and Foreign Commerce 
Committee Tuesday by Rep. 
Charles E. Bennett (D-Fla.) 

They said the bill aimed at 
banning the sale within the 
U.S. of toxic and inflammabie 
toys and furniture for children. 

It was believed the bill was 
connected with the controversy 
raised last year in the U.S. over 
the reported high lead content 
of paints used on Japanese toys. 

In addition, the sources said 
a bill restricting the import of 


tuna was introduced into 
Congress Tuesday. 
Four similar bills aimed 


principally at boycotting Japa- 
nese tuna were introduced at 
the last Congress session.

with the 3,032,000 kg. of 1956, 
but was still well below the rec- 
ord high of 4,050,000 of 1955. 


Umbrellas. Shipments of um- 
brellas of all types rose about 
10 per cent to 2,400,000 units, 
doubie the 1955 figure of 1,228,- 
000, Most of these were rayon. 
The business in umbrella parts 
meited away as fast as it had 
growh: from 152,000 kg. in 1955 
to 1,573,000 in 1956 and down 
to about 300,000 in 1957, 


Fans. Exports of fans to the 
U.S. were around 430,000 dozen, 
against 589,000 dozen in 1956. 
No comparable figure is avail- 
able for 1955. 

Exports of hand- 
edged up Slightly to 
around one million units of all 
materials in 1957; but both 1956 
and 1957 were far below the 
peak year of 1956 when 2,500, 
000 were shipped. A modest 
buying Interest appeared to be 


developing last year in leather 
handbags. 
Fur Skins. Exports of mink 


skins to the U.S. reached a-high 
of 486,000 in 1955, then declin. 
ed to 383,000 in 1956 and to 
something under 300,000 in 1957. 
Rabbit skins rose from 647.000 
in 1955 to 1,230,000 in 1956; then 
were off to about 400,000 last 
vear. Other skins aggregated 
72.000 in 1955 and 17,000 in 1956, 
rising to 150,000 in 1957. 

Fur Apparel, Small apparel 
items of fur showed signs of 
developing into a modest busi- 
ness, with 23,000 items In 1957 
against 9,000 in 1956 and a neg: 
ligible figure in 1955. 

Artificial Flowers. Exports of 
artificial flowers continued to 
gain steadily: from 2,017,000 kg, 
in. 1965 to 2,308,000 in 1956, and 
to’ something over 2,600,000. kg. 
in 1957, 

Hats. Exports of paper hats 
were just about the same as the 
1,900,000 dozen shipped in 1956 
(compared with 980,000 dozen 
in 1955). Straw hats dropped 
frem 100,000 dozen in 1955 to 
79,000 dozen In 1956 and then 
to about 25,000 dozen in 1957. 
Other hats and caps aggregated 
1,600,000 dozen in 1957, compar- 
ed with 2,200,000 in 1956 and 
136,000 in, 1955. 

Hat Bodies. Shipments of pa- 

hat bodies rose 15 per eent: 
rom 3,500,000 units in 1956 to 
about 4 million in 1957, At the 
same time straw bodies drapped 
from 67,000 to about 15,000 and 
“others” from 161,000 to less 
than 35,000, The 1955 figures 
were 45,000 straw and 2,500,000 
“others” including paper. 

Hat Braids. Straw hat braids 
‘were almost exactly even in 


1957 with the 148,000 kg. ship- 
ped in 1956. The 1955 figure 
was 23,000 kg. 

Battons. Exports of shell but- 
tons to the U.S. continued to 
slip from the high of $2,700,000 


dozen in. 1955. The 1956 
figure was 23,500,000 dozen, 
and in 1956 about 18,500,000 
dozen. All \pther buttons rose 


from 12 million dozen in 1055 
to 20 million in 1956 and about 
27 million in 1957. 


Others. Snaps, hooks and 
eyes, etc., aggregated some 260,- 


000 dozens last year, compared 
with 402,000 in 1956 and 34,000 
in 1955, The slide-fastener busi- 
ness continued very small. 

Footwear. Exports of slippers 
of ‘all types, which had risen 
from 318,000 dozen pair in 1955 
to 400,000 dozen in 1956, edged 
a little over 500,000 last year. 
Part-rubber items rose from 
5,000 dozen in 1955 ta 23,000 in 
1956 and then to 175,000 dozen 
in 1957. Albrubber footwear 
grew from 66,000 dozen pair in 
1955 to 114,000 dozen in 1956 
and then to around 350,000 last 
year. 

Leather footwear of all types 
held barely even with 1956, at 
&@ nominal 5,000 dozen pair, 
compared with the 31,000 dozen 
Shipped in 1955. Japanese-style 
items rose from 6,000 dozen in 
1955 to 10,000 dozen In 1956, and 
then to around 40,000 in 1957. 
“Other footwear” was a nominal 
5,000 dozen in 1957, the same as 
1955 and a little under 1956. 

Foods, In the absence of 
more specific data, it is known 
only that the general category 
of canned and processed foods 
was higher for 1957. The most 
important single item, canned 
tuna, was about 10 per cent 
higher, or around 2 million 
cases. Frozen tuna appeared to 
be. headed for a total of 42,000 
or 43,000 metric tons, compared 
with 40,000 in 1956 and 55,000 
in 1955, 

Electronic Items. This new- 
comer to the list of major ex-

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Dr. Sukarno’s Tour 

President Sukarno of Indonesia had a good reception 
in New Delhi for the first lee of his tour of Asian coun- 
tries and is expected to arrive in Japan toward the end of 
this month. Needless to say, he will be welcome here if for 
no other réason than that Japan would like to enjoy good 
relations with Indonesia. 

The reasons for the trip have been variously stated. 
A decline in health is one renson given by President 
Sukarno himself. It has been suggested in some quarters 
that Dr. Sukarno’s real purpose is to drum up support from 
AfroAsian nations for his campaign against the Dutch 
over the future of West New Guinea, Still another idea 
js that the political climate in Indonesia is such that it 
was considered advisable that the President should absent 
himself temporarily from the country, 

This last suggestion is contradicted by Foreign Minister 
Subandrio who accompanied the President to New Delhi. 
“Rumors that the President has taken his current trip 
pressed by the Army are ail silly,” he said. “We think 
with a certain degree of confidence we can command stabil- 
ity.” 
‘ Nevertheless, it must strike many as strange that Dr. 
Sukarno should choose to leave Indonesia when things 
there must certainly be termed “unsettled.” Reports indi- 
cate that the island of Celebes ts in a disturbed state and 
that generally speaking the economic measures taken 
against. the Dutch have rebounded on the heads of Indo- 
pesians. An Antara news agency report states that ex- 
ports to the Netherlands, which had been temporarily 
stopped owing to the dispute, will shortly be reopened 
bot letters of credit covering such exports may no longer 
be calculated in Dutch guilders. In place of guilders, the 
letters of Gredit are to be based on some other foreign 
curréficy, U.S. dollars or pounds sterling. 

Meanwhile, the financial situation in Indonesia has 
worsened and the Indonesian Monetary Board is discussing 
the possibility of accepting credit offers from abgoad. Some 
fears have been expressed that Communists, who appear 
to be a growing force in Indonesia, and other malcontents 
may seize the opportunity to try to overthrow the Govern- 
ment. We hardly think this is likely, for the Indonesian 
military forces appear to be loyal to the present regime 
and have a pretty strong command of the situation. Fresh 
regional troubles, however, cannot be ruled out, * In the 
eter islands of the archipelago there still exists a strong 
feeling that local interests are being sacrificed to the cen- 
tralization of affairs in Java. 

So far as this country is concerned, Japanese business 
interests hope that the present year will witness a greater 
degree of Stabilization attained in Indonesia. How this is 
to be done rests, of course, with the Indonesians them- 
selves. and when he arrives in Japan, President Sukarno 
may be able to tell ws of some hopeful plans for the future, 


Phoney Peddlers 


A recent Japanese movie that won much acclaim for 
heing so “true to life” shows a gang of would-he robbers 
frustrated witerly in their daylong watch for a chance to 
steal unnaticed into a typical suburban house, It was a 
situation that any housewife could appreciate: Not a mo- 
ment passed that someone wasn’t going in or out of the 
gate. 

Most af the visitors are tradesmen and peddlers, who 
take up more of the housewife’s time than her chores do. 

Of course this custom has its good side. A woman need 
never go out of the house to accomplish all of her buying— 
everything in the nature of food, shelter and clothing, pius 
a great many nonessentials as well. 

Put letety, it Seems, some crooks have caught on to 
the opportunities just made for them in this setup. (Our 
robbers in the film showed a singular lack of imagination.) 
A Police Agency report says 3,537 “peddlers” were arrested 
last year for coercing housewives into buying their phoney 
wares. 

Several times that rumber are still operating, and when 
vou multiply them by any conservative estimate of the 
houses each visits in a day the result is considerably more 
than what “petty fraud” implies. 

AS a matter of fact, evidence points unmistakably to 
tloor-to«ioor peddling as an increasingly significant opera- 
tion by well-organized gangs, as well as individuals, who 
are always alert to Ufe easiest way to steal. Defenseless 
housewives are the newest mark for sophisticated criminals. 

The Police Agency is Suggesting that prefectura! gov- 
ernments enact ordinances to control door-to-door peddling. 
Eighteen, including Tokyo and Kyoto, have none. Obvious- 
ly this is a worthy suggestion, but alone it is not enough. 

An educational campaign, working especially through 
women’s organizations, is needed to alert all housewives 
and encourage them to report suspect peddlers immedigtely. 
Also, peddlers should be strictly licensed and forced as a 
matter of custom to show their credentials to whomsoever 
they solicit.

‘The Fundamental Challenge 


The American people are at 
the beginning of what ise cer 
tain to be a year of the highest 
drama. The theme of the drama 
will be whether our government 
ami our society can rise to the 
great challenge which has now 
heen. put to them. The chal- 
iwnige ties in the fact that, as 
compared with our great rival, 
we are a declining power, des- 
tined—if we do not meet the 
challenge—to know the frustra- 
tions and the insecurity of ha- 
tions whieh have achieved and 
have then lost their sense of 
ynission and of greatness. 

. . - 


The true nature of the chal- 
lenge has been defined with 
brilliant insight in an article 
in the current “Foreign Affairs,” 
written by Liovd V. Berkner of 
the President’s Selentific Ad- 
visory Committee. I hope I am 
not distorting Berkner’s article 
in the following summary of his 
central thesis, 

Military power, he says, has 
tended to become absolite in 
its destructiveness and yet rela- 
tively easy to acquire. “Both 
the United States and the USSR 
have acquired the power to 
destroy a people and all its 
wealth by a single blow.” Such 
absolute military power is 50 
dangerous that it cannot be 
weed, as has military power in 
other days, as an instrurnent of 
foreign policy. 

At the same time, we are /iv- 


ing amidst the rise of the na- 
tions of Asia and of Africa to 
a new sense of what they need 
and are entitied to have. “Two 
sources of capital or its equiva, 
lent seem open to them, from 
the West, with its traditional 
system of free enterprise, or 
from the Communist-dominated 
Soviet bloc.” But, he goes on 
to say, “The methods of com- 
munism are suspect because 
they substitute a new form of 
even more drastic slavery for 
the old imperialism. Foreign 
investment by the West is also 
suspéct, not only because it is 
reminiscent of imperialism, but 
also because historically it has 
been used as an Instrument of 
policy.” 
. . * 

This brings Berkner to his 
main point, one which no one 
else has as yet, I think, so clear- 
ly grasped, “In view of the re- 
duced effectiveness of both mill- 
tary power and national wealth 
as instruments of policy, a kind 
of power vacuum has appeared, 
Clearly, the side that ean effec- 
tively develop a new instru- 
ment will enjoy a powerful ad- 
vantage. The Soviet Union 
seems to have found one in 
acientific achievement as a basis 
for claiming intellectual leader- 
ship.”

Nasser and His Reds 


Communists’ Attitude Keeps Changing 


CAIRO (AP)—Gamal Abdel 
Nasser gets along well with Rus- 
ain, but he is having trouble 
with his own Communiets, 

Nasser’s relations with Com- 
munists In Egypt are confusing 
to persons who insist on pigeon- 
holing a man as either pro- or 
anti-Communist. Since Nasser 
has been in power Egyptian 
Communists have called him 
everything from a “tool of West- 
ern imperialism” to “the wise 
and noble leader of Arab nation- 
alism.” 


The attitude of the Commut- 
nists toward Nasser depends 
mainly on two things: Nasser’s 
relations with the Seviet bioec, 
and his treatment of Commu- 
nists Inside Egypt. At the mo- 
ment, Communists here praise 
Nasser personally for his for- 
eign policy, but they violently 
attack members of his Govern- 
ment for suppression of native 
communism. 


The Communist Party is out- 
lawed in Egypt. At the moment, 
18 Communists are on trial for 
ee eige Communist ideology 
mn the country. Almost every 
vear, at least one trial of Com- 
munists is heid, but usualiv 
these trials are secret, 


The Communist movement is 
emall in this country. Estimates 
of card-carrying membership 
range from three to five 
thousand in a total population 
of more than 20 million. The 
Government watches their ac- 
tivity with some anxiety, how- 
ever. They have developed a 
wide following of fellow-travel- 
ers in key positions in Egypt. 
This infiltration of  fellow- 
travelers has been particulariy 
noticeable in Egypt's propa- 
gZanda machinery and trade 
unions, 

Since World War Il, Egyptian 
Communists have been a frag- 
mented group. At one time, 
nine different parties each 
claimed to be the real Commu- 
nist Party of Egypt. In _ the 
past vear, these narrowed down 
to three pgroups-—the United 
Communist Party of Egypt. the 
Egyptian Communist Party, and 
Workers and Peusants 
Front. 

These three have tried to 
forge a complete union, but so 
far appear to retain separate 
identities, All three reportedly 
follow general lines laid down 
by Syrian Communist leader 
Khaled Bekdash, gencralissimo 
of the party in the entire Arab 
world, 

Egyptian Communists have 
no legitimate newspapers of 
their own, but they publish 
clandestine por. and perio- 
dicals, mostly In mimeographed 
form. These are circulated 
among the party faithful. 

Shortly after Nasser over- 
threw King Farouk in 1952, the 
Communists opposed him. They

Leaders of the 
Soviet bloc are now capitaliz- 
ing on intellectual leadership as 
a means of acquiring an essen- 
tial element of what Milovan 
Djilas calls ‘the inherent need 
of those in power to be recog- 
nizable prototypes of brilliance 
and might.” Thelr ready po- 
litical and propagandistic ex- 
ploitation of the great achieve- 
ment of Soviet scientists upon 
launching the first earth sat- 
ellites illustrates clearly their 
recognition of the advantages 
that scientific leadership can 
confer.”

This describes the fundamen- 
tal challenge. The challenge is 
not whether we can maintain or 
restore the balance of military 
power—necessary as it is to 
do that. 
whether we can restore the in- 
tellectuai greatness of the West, 
if not to its old pre-eminence, 
at least to a new equality. 

This will not be easy to do, 
and we cannot expect President 
Eisenhower to become the lead- 
er and inspirer of an American 
renascence. The renascence 
will have to come from men of 
learning of the stature of Berk- 
ner, men who know, because 
they live the intellectual life, 
what a renascence would be.

Kan Season 


The 29 days from Jan. 6 to 
Feb. 3 are called kan or cold 
season, and it is the time for 
the people to undergo various 
training. The most picturesque 
and probably the most difficult 
one is kKan-maliri or cold sea- 
son pilgrimage, Clad only in 
the thinnest white costume and 
cagrying ringing bells, the peo- 
ple trot through the streets to 
various shrines and temples at 
night. In the old days the pil- 
grims were clothed only in loin 
cloths, and often at various spots 
on the route, cold water was 
poured on their naked bodies. 

It has been believed that their 
prayers offered on such cold 
nights will be answered. 

Those studying judo or fenc- 
ing also have their Kan train- 
ing. Formerly it was done 
very early in the morning, even 
before dawn, but lately it is not 
held so early. Students of Japa- 
nese music have their kan train- 
ing, often in rooms with all the 
ehoji or screens wide open. 

The kan season is divided into 
two parts, shokan (small kan) 
from Jan. 6 to 19, and taikan 
(big kan), Jan..20 to Feb, 3. 
Many who afe not willing to 
train through the entire season, 
have special training only in 
the taikan season of 15 days. 

Also to farmers and sake 
brewers, the kan season has 
been very important, It has 
been said that sake tastes’ bet- 
ter when made with kan water, 
Farmers fertilize their farms 
during the season and kan-goe 
(kan fertilizer) is still believed 
to be very important for crops. 

Many persons pour water 
over their bodies during the 
season aS a rite to strengthen 
their bodies and spirit, 

Things cooked or bleached 
with kan water are believed to 
be better than those treated 
with water of other seasons. 
Particularly rice flour made by 
powdering cooked and dried 
rice and bleached in the kan 
water has been very highly 
valued for making. various 
sweets, 

The’ season being so impor- 
tant, old fashioned people still 
make kan-mochi or cold winter 
rice cake to celebrate the sea- 
son.
